The Cochet Claims. 

The Americans interested in this interven- 
tion of the United States in Peru were those 
who had purchased or otherwise acquired cer- 
tain gigantic claims against that government. 
The tirst were the Cochet claims, Alexander 
Cochet wasa French scientist, who, in 1840, 
discovered the fertilizing properties of guano. 
Under a Peruvian law he claimed, or his heirs 
did for him, one-third of the product of the 
guano field, which amounted, in 1880, to about 
$500.000,000, Cochet, notwithstanding the 
enormity of the claim, became so poor he 

could not buy read, and in about 1853 he 
‘died a beggar in Paris. He left an illegitimate 
son, named Galiacio Cochet, who tried to en- 
force his father's claim.

WILL GO TO THE COURTS. 


A New Move ‘in the Convict Question in 
Tennessee. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., September27.—A special 
to The American from Knoxville says: Tho 
lease question will now go to the courts in so; 
far as it relates toconvicts who are worked 
away from the main prison, or rather sub- 
leased. It will be remembered that Attorney 
General Pickle, in an elaborate opinion, held 
that convicts could not be subleased. Noth- 
ing of this came before the legislature, 
Now, however, the question goes to the courts. 
William Warren, a white convict on the bar- 
racks at Briceville, has, through his attorney, 
filed a petition in Knox county criminal court, 
before Judge Sneed, praying for a writ of 
habeas corpus. The writ was granted and 
addressed to the warden at Briceville, who is 
called on to show cause why he should not 
surrender the prisoner. 

Object of the Writ. 

The writ is made returnable next Wednes- 
day. This brings the whole question before 
the court. It is far-reaching and exhaustive. 
The object is to determine the legality of the 
sublease, andif it be decided that convicts 
cannot be sublet, then all the convicts must be 
taken from those places where they are now 
working on subcontracts. This would remove 
them from Briceville, Coal Creek and Oliver 
Springs. 

If the petition for habeas corpus is favorably 
acted upon it is understood that the lessees will 
take the case to the supreme court of the 
state, which is now in session here. If they 
win, those acting for the convicts will take 
the case up. Itis believed that within two 
months at the most, perhaps a less time, a 
final decision can be had.

A Large Meeting in Jersey City—Chief Ar- 
thur Speaks. 

JERSEY City, N. J., September 27,—Jersey 
City opera house was crowded from floor to 
roof this afternoon by members of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, their wives 
and friends.

These wea can 
do such terrible execution that if there should 
prove to be any tefidency among the strikers 
to disturb the peace, it is believed the sight of 
the well-drilled railroad police force, armed 
—_ these rifles, will be sufficient to quell 
them. 

The military has keen notified to be pre- 
pared for action at a minute’s notice. 

Khe Authorities Prepared. 

It is evidently the intention of the authori- 
ties, in case of trouble, to nip it in the bud by, 
an overpowering display of armed force. They 
have determimed that Savannah shall not be 
disgraced by rioting continued over several 
days, and if necessary to do some shooting, it 
will be done. 

The mayor has already proved himself a man | 
of invincible. determination, and he has an- 
nounced that the law, no matter what the cir- 
cumstances, must be obeyed, and that he will 
enforce it at any cost. Ifthe colored laborers 
and longshoremen don’t want to work they 
can quit, as they havea right to do, but he does 
not propose to allow them to intimidate other 
men who may take their places or attempt, in 
any wise, to interfere with them. 

He means business, and if the men who say 
that they will strike make any demonstrations 
they will probably have a good and speedy 
occasion to regret it. The military and the 
police are now well equipped with ball car- 
tridges, and with those sent by the governor 
there are now 20,000 rounds here. Each of the 
armories of the white troops has been wel! sup- 
plied with arms, andjevery precaution taken, 
so that everything will be in readiness if any 
emergency arises. 

The call for the military is eleven strokes on 
the ‘‘big duke.” It is needless to say that 
every time any of the city bells strike tomor- 
row their taps will be counted with apprehen- 
sion. 

The Strike Ordered. 

At 11 o’clock tonight Agent Wilkinson, in 
charge of the wharves of the Central road, 
said that there was no question of a strike 
being inaugurated. .He says that there are a 
number of the members of the workingmen’s 
association who are ready to work, and that 
the company will see that they are protected. 

A big force will be on hand in the morning 
to proiect those willing to work, aud keep the 
strikers off the company’s property. The 
strikers will publish a card tomorrow saying 
it is not their intention of making any war. 


MAY NOT RESUME PUBLICATION. 


Doubtful Whether The Savannah 
Times Will Survive the Fire. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., September 27,—[Specia].]— 
It bas not yet been determined whether The 
Evening Times will resume publication or not.

But roiters are liable 
eg the wrong man. How were they to 
rod Sure which one was Jesus? ‘I will kiss 

im, Says Judas, ‘“‘and by that signal you 
will _, know on whom to lay your hands of ar- 
rest. So the kiss which throughout the 
human race and for al) time God intended as 
the most sacred demonstration of affection, for 
Paul writes to the Romans and the Corinthians 
and the Thessalonians concerning the “holy 
kiss,” and Peter celebrates the kiss of charity, 
and with that conjunction the lips of Laban 
met Jacob, and J oseph .met his brethren, 
and Aaron met Moses and Samuel met Saul 
and Jonathan met David and Orpha parted 
from Naomi and Paul separated from his 
friends and Ephesus and the father in the 
parable greeted the returning - prodigal, and 
when the millennium shall come we are toid 
righteousness and peace will kiss each other, 
and all the world is invited to greet Christ as 
inspiration cries out ‘‘Kiss the Son, lest He he 
angry and ye perish from the way’’—that 
most sacred demonstration of rennion and 
affection was desecrated as the filthy lips of 
Judas touched the pure cheek of Christ, and 
the horrid smack of that kiss has its echo in 
treachery and debasement and hypocrisy of 
all ages. 

As in December, 1889, I walked on the wa 
from Bethany, and at the foot of Mount Oii- 
vet, a half mile from the wall of Jerusalem, 
through the garden of Gethsemane, and under 
the eight venerable olive trees now standing, 
their pomological ancestors having been wit- 
nesses of the occurrences spoken of, the scene 
of horror and of crime came back to me, until 
I shuddred with the historical reminiscence. 

In further following our great Chieftain’s 
march through the centuries, I find myself in 
@ crowd in front of Herod’s palace in Jerusa- 
lem, and on a movable platform p!aced upon 
@ tassellated pavement, Pontius Plate sits. 


' And, as once a yeara condemned criminal is 


pardoned, Pilate lets the people choose 
whether it shall be an assassin or our Chief- 
tain, and they all cry out for the liberation of 
the assassin, thus declaring they prefer a mur- 
derer to the salvation of the world. Pilate 
took a basin of waterin front of these people 
and tried to wash off the blood of this murder 
from his hands, but he could not. They are 
still lifted, and I see them looming up through 
allthe ages, eight fingers and two thumbs 
standing out red with the carnage. 

Still following our Chieftain, I ascend the 
hill which General Gordon, the great English 
explorer and arbiter, first made a clay model 
of. Itis hard climbing for our Chieftain, for 
He has not only two heavy timbers to carry 
on His back, the upright and horizontal pieces 
of the cross, but He is suffering from exhaus- 
tion caused by lack of food, mountain chills, 
desert heats, whippings with elm-wood rods, 
and years of maltreatment. 

It took our party in 1889 only fifteen min- 
utes to climb to the top of the hill and reach 
that lime stone rock in yonder wall, which I 
rolled down from the apex of Mount Calvary. 
But I think our Chieftain mist have taken a 
long time for the ascent, for He had all 
earth and all heaven, and all hell on His back, 
as climbed from base to summit, and 
there endured what William Cowper and 
John Milton and Charles, Wesiey, and 
Isaac Watts, and James Montgomery, and all 
the other sacred poets have attempted to put 
in verse; and Angelo, and Raphael, and 
Titian, Leonardo da Vinci, and allthe great 
Italian, and German, and Spanish, and 
French artists have attempted to paint; and 
Bossuet, and Massillon, and George White- 
field, and Thomas Chalmers have attempted 
to preach. Something of its overwhelming 
awfulness you may estimate from the fact 
that..the sun which shines in the heavens, 
could not endure it; the sun which 
unflinchingly looked upon the del- 
uge that drowned the world, which with- 
out blinking looked upon the ruins of 
earthquakes which swallowed Lisbon 
and Caraccas, and has looked unblanched on 
the battlefields of Arbela, Bienheim, Megiddo 
and Esdraelon, and all the scenes of carnage 
that have ever scalded and drenched the earth 
with human gore—that sun could not look 
upon the scene. The sun dropped over its 
facea veil of cloud. It withdrew, It hid 
itself. It said tothe midnight, “I resign to 
thee this spectacle upon which I have no 
strength to gaze; thou art blind, oh, midnight! 
and for that reason I commit to thee this trag- 
edy!’’ Then the nighthawk and the bat flew 
by, and the jackal howled in the ravines. 

Now we follow our Chieftain as they carry 
His limp and lacerated form amid the flowers 
and trees of a garden, the gladioluses, the 
oleanders, the lilies, the geraniums, the man- 
drakes, down five or six steps toan aisle of 
granite, where He sleeps. But only a little 
while He sleeps there, for there is an earth- 
quake in all that region, leaving the rocks to 
this day in their aslant and ‘ruptured state, 
declarative of the fact that something extra- 
ordinary happened there. And we see our 
Chieftain arouse from his brief slumber and 
wrestie down the ruffian Death, who would 
keep him imprisoned in that cavern, and put 
both heels on the monster, and coming forth 
with acry that will not cease to be echoed 
until on the great resurrection day the door of 
the last sepulchre shall be unhinged and 
flung clanging into the debris of demolished 

teries. 
i owws follow our Chieftain to the shoulder 
of Mount Olivet, and without wings He rises, 
the disciples clutching for His robes too late to 
reach them, and across the great gulfs of space 
with one bound He gains that world which for 
thirty-three years had been denied His com- 
panionship, and all heaven lifted a shout of 
welcome as He entered, and of coronation as 
up the mediatorial throne He mounted. It 
was the greatest day heaven had ever seen. 
They had Him back again from tears, from 
wounds, frou ills, from a world that never ap- 
preciated Him,to a world in which He was the 
chief delight. In all the libretto of celestial 
music, it was hard to find an anthem enough 
conjubilant to rae the joy saintly se- 
ic, archangelic, deifnc. gt 
ge sorry we icliew our Chieftain in His march 
through the centuries, for invisibly He still 
walks the earth, and by the eye 0 faith we 
still follow Him. You can tell where He walks 
by the churches, and hospitals, and reforma- 
tory institutions, and houses of mercy that 
spring up along the way. I hear His tread in 
the sick room, and in the abodes of bereave- 
ment. He marches on and the nations are 
gathering around Him. The islands of the sea 
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This dear old world whose back has been 
scourged, whose eyes have been blinded, 
whose heart has been wrung, will yet rival 
heaven. This planet’s torn robe of pain and 
crime and dementia will come off and the 
white and spotiess and 
holiness and happiness will come on. 
last wound will have stung for the last time; 
the last grief will have wiped its last tear; 
the last crimfthal will have repented of his last 
Crime and-our world that has been a strag- 
gler among worlds, a lost star,s wayward 
planet, a rebellious globe, a miscreant satellite, 
will hear the voice that uttered childish 

laint in Bethlehem, and agonized prayer in 

thsemane and dying groan on Golgotha, 
and as this voice cries “Come,” our world will 
return from its wandering never again tostray. 
Marching on, marching on ! 

Then the world’s joy will be so great that 
other worlds beside heaven may be giad to re- 
joice with us. By the aid of powerful tele- 
scopes, year by year becoming more powerful, 
mountains in other stars have been discovered 
and chasms and volcanoes and canals, and the 
style of atmosphere, and this will go on, and 
mightier and mightier telesco will be in- 
vented until I should not wonder if we will be 
able to exchange signals with other planets, 
And as I have no doubt other worlds are in- 
habited, for God would not have built such 
magnificent world-houses to have them stand 
without tenants or occupants, in the 
final joy of earth’s redemption all 
astronomy I think will take 
part, we signalling other worlds and they in 
turn signalling their stellar neighbors. Oh 
what a day in heaven that will be when this 
march of Christ is finished! I know that on 
the cross Christ said, ‘‘It is finished,’’ but He 
meant his sacrificial work was finished. All 
earth and all heaven knows that evangeliza- 
tion is not finished, but there will come a day 
in heaven most rapturous. It may be after 
opr world which is thought to have about fif- 
teen hundred million people 
have on its decks twice its present popu- 
lation, namely, three thousand million souls 
and all redeemed, and it will be after this 
world shall be so damaged by conflagration 
that no human foot can tread its surface and 
no human being can breathe its air, but most 
certainly the day will come when heaven will 
be finished and the last of the twelve gates of

With drawn swords these mon- 
archs saluted each other and cheered for 
the continental victory they had together 
tag History has made the scene memo- 
rable. 

Greater and more thrilling will be the spec- 
tacle when the world is ail conquered for the 
truth, and in front of the palace of heaven the 
kings and conquerors of all the allied powers 
of Christian usefulness shall salute each other, 
and recount the struggles by which they gained 
the triumph, and then hand over their swords 
to Him whois the Chief of the conquerors, 
crying: ‘‘Thine, oh Christ, is the kingdom; 
take the crown of victory ; the crown of domin- 
ion ; the crown of grace; the crown of glory.’”’ 
*‘On his head were many crowns,”’

In Ohio. 

Governor Campbell is already beginning 
to make his influence felt in the Ohio cam- 
paign. There has been a visible brighten- 
ing up all along the line, and there is a great 
deal more enthusiasm among the democratic 
workers, Our dispatches from Ohio yester- 
day show the nature of the contest and 
cover the ground fairly well. They show 
that while the democrats have the odds 
against them—QOhio being a republican state 
naturally—they have a fighting chance to 
win. It is Governor Campbell’s purpose to 
take advantage of that chance, and the 
vigor with which he has gone into the con- 
test will have its effect on the other demo- 
cratic speakers, 

The governor is in every way a remarka- 
ble campaigner, taking advantage of every 
little incident to drive an argument, like a 
bullet, through the thick republican hides, 
At a little village in a republican stronghold, 
where a large audience, including many re- 
publicans, had gathered to hear him, some 
of the benches'broke down beneath the 
weight of those who were standing so as to 
see and hear the speaker. ‘‘Don’t let any 
republican be killed,’’ cried the governor, 
‘‘until I have had a chance to convert him, 
and save all the democrats; Ill need their 
votes.’’ This readiness caught the crowd, 
and in a few moments he had it whooping 
in favor of old-fashioned democracy. On 
the same occasion the weather was so hot 
he had to pull off his coat, and he made 
this simple incident illustrate a democratic 
tariff argument in the most telling manner. 

According to all accounts, the farmers, 
having discovered that the people’s party is 
not making much headway, have deter- 
unined to vote the democratic ticket. The 
people’s party was made up of dissatisfied 
republicans, and if it ever amounted to any- 
thing the democrats will make considerable 
gains. But for the unfortunate and short- 
sighted attempt of the democrats to dodge 
and ignore the silver question, and thus be- 
tray their platform, their campaign would 
be more promising in all respects than it 
now is. 


Two Roads to a Silver Basis. 

We printed some days ago the report of an 
interview with Mr. Robert Giffen, an Eng- 
lishman, who gave it as his opinion that the 
silver law now in operation would precipi- 
tate a ‘‘silver crisis’’ not later than next 
February—that this crisis was, in the nature 
of things, inevitable, and would not be post- 
poned on account of the weather. Mr. Gif- 
fen’s remarks would be characteristically 
English even if he were a Dutchman, for 
they represent that peculiar and wunexplain- 
able ignorance of this country which can 
only be found among the English. 

There is no doubt as to the final effect of 
the Sherman silver law now in operation, 
It would be difficult to imagine a more 
vicious affair. Mr. Giffen, perceiving the 
nature of it, is led to predict dire results, 
forgetting that in a country as large and as 
plastic as the United States, even a bad 
silver law isa very small affair: The law 
was passed to discredit the movement in 
favor of free coinage, and it was supported 
by some republicans who are for free silver 
for revenue. The purpose of the law was to 
show that the government cannet increase 
the market value of silver bullion even by 
absorbing the product of the American 
mines, and, this being the case, it would be 
folly to talk about free coinage. The law is 
simply an appeal to the ignorant. That it 
should be tolerated, acquiesced in and sup- 
ported by republican bankers is one of the 
marvels of partisanship. 

Mr. Giffen’s alleged crisis will not ma- 
terialize, but every day that the Sherman 
law remains on the statute books brings the 
country nearer and nearer to the silver basis, 
and not in a natural and healthful way. It 
will bring the country to a silver basis, while 
silver bullion is still aspeculative commodity, 
and the result of this may be a partial smash 
of credits, affecting the financial centers. 
It has been seen that the compulsory absorp- 
tion of the product of the American mines 
by the government does not materially affect 
the value of bullion; that still remains de- 
preciated and subject to speculative influ- 
ence. The monometallists point to this fact 
as an assurance that nothing the government 
can do would affect the price of bullion, and 
their arguments undoubtedly have some in- 
fluence on those who know nothing of 
financial history. It is true that the govern- 
ment cannot materially affect the value of 
bullion by purchasing and absorbingit. The 
idea that this is one of the functions of the 
government is wilder and more amazing than 
the idea of fiat money, to which it inevitably 
leads. 

The government ought to have no more to 
do with the purchase of silver bullion than 
it has to do with the purchase of wheat and 
cotton and other products of American in- 
dustry. All that it can do with respect to 
silver bullion is to open the mints to its coin- 
age on the same terms with gold bullion. 
This would at once give to silver bullion in 
this country the potential power of money 
and take it out of the market as a com- 
modity. The value of the bullion would be 
equal,to that of the dollars which could be 
coined out of it. 

The monometallists declare that this would 
place the couhtry on a silver basis. We 
have no doubt of this ourselves, believing 
tliat the silver basis is just now far better for 


all concerned than the present gold basis, 


Better the silver basis reached in a legiti- 
mate way, than the depreciated and panic- 
breeding basis to Which the Sherman law is 
leading the country. _ é

Is America “Bent Devilward”’? 
The world gave heed to Thomas Carlyle, 
but it has never taken him quite seriously in 


all his queer utterances. Americans have 


no grudge against him for saying their 
country was ‘‘bent devilward,’’ but they 
might have if the crabbed philosopher had 
not made his epigram so hypefbolical that it 
lost its sting. 

The time may come when we will get an 
inkling of what Carlyle meant. Even now, 
we hear traveled Americans lamenting the 
fact that their countrymen are immersed in 
the grossest kind of materialism. Money- 
getting seems to have absorbed for 
a time the talent of the western 
hemisphere. North America has pro 
duced men whose. business careers 
were phenomenal, if not Napoleonic. The 
industrial idea is developed to an abnormal 
extent, and appears to be pushing all other 
ideas out of the cranium. 

An Englishman wrote “The Origin of 
Species,’’ an Englishman developed the 
theory of evolution, an Englishman wrote 
the greatest’ poem of the century, and 
the greatest artists in painting, sculpture, 
music and the drama are all abroad; but we 
have produced more and larger millionaires 
in one generation than any country on earth. 
Our material development has been past all 
precedent and beyond compdrison with any- 
thing in the present; but in the finer things 
of life, those triumphs of the mind which 
are transmitted from age to age, carrying a 
new benediction to each generation, we lag 
behind, except only in war and politics. 
Even in these departments the wreath of 
immortality fell on the sons -of that region 
which has been least consumed with the 
prevailing passion for money-getting. When 
this passion crowds out everything and adds 
insult to injury by debauching: popular suf- 
frage, there is a new meaning to the lines: 


‘Tl fares the land, to hastening ills a prey, 
Where wealth accumulates and men decay.” 


Will it be always so? There are signs to 
the contrary. When our forefathers came 
across the Atlantic, they found a country 
unsubdued and unfurnished. The struggle 
with the natives had hardly ceased when the 
war for independence began. Since then the 
country has been working day and night to 
get its home furnished with the parapher- 
nalia of civilization. We have about caught 
up and are now comfortably at home in our 
new continent. Henceforth we may devote 
a part of our time to the amenities of life. 
Having now got ourselves set up in house- 
keeping by materialism, money-getting, or 
whatever it may be called, we will turn to 
the fine arts. With the end of squatter 
sovereignty, we begin a new era. The day 
of speculations on the order of the South sea 
bubble will begin to wane presently in the 
United States. It has only just begun in 
South America. Wemay look on with a 
sigh and pity them for the labor they are 
bound to go through, but the end will be the 
same. Money-getting is only a preparatory 
stage, necessary to procure the furniture of 
a new continent. 

In the United States the rage for educa- 
tion is the first vigorous protest against the 
materialism of the times. Now a _ higher 
note is heard in the demand for universities 
and in the loud and deep protest against the 
corruption of the ballot. Art grows slowly 
and literature moves at a leisurely pace, but 
the sceds of culture have been sown, and the 
next generation will see achievements in 
science, literature and art as pre-eminent as 
have been those in material development, 
war and politics,

The two states 
lack but 55,000 tons of furnishing half the 
production of the world, and it is expected 
that the second year’s business in Florida 
will approach that of South Carolina, 
There is hardly any doubt that the two 
states will furnish between a half and two- 
thirds of the world’s supply next year. 
Added to this is the discovery of phosphate 
rock in Georgia, with the probability that 
this state will begin to mine and ship the 
rock before. a great while. The value of 
this resource is hardly appreciated yet, 
much as has been said of it within the last 
year. It not only makes the basis of ex- 
ports that will be worth tens of millions, . 
but speaks volume$ for the future of agri- 
culture in the southern states. Of the 
three great elements of plant food, phos- 
phates, ammonia and potash, we have two 
in immense quantity. The phosphates, 
most needed in combination with our soil to 
make cotton, have been poured out on our 
shores by the bountiful hand of natire, and 
the cotton crop leaves behind, for the rota- 
tion of wheat and otber grain, a vast store 
of ammonia locked up in the cotton seed. 
The potash, also, is not far to seek. Nature 
has laid the foundations for agriculture here 
upon a scale which man, with all his dili- 
gence, has found si arose else on the 
face of the earth.

HE MAKES A CHARACTERISTIC SPEECH. 


He Fires Into the Barrooms in His 
Osual Brisk Manner—Sam 
Small Talks. 


Sam Jones drew the largest audience at 
Prolilbition hall yesterday afternoon. that has 
ever assembled within its walls. 

When every available inch of space inside 
the hall had been packed with humanity, 1,500 
people were still standing in front of the en. 
trance unable to get in, and it was with great , 
difficulty that the Rev. Sam himself edged his 
way through the mass of people to the plat- 
form. — 
Rey. Sam Small stopped outside, and, 
mounting a dry goods box, began making 
aspeech. He spoke for about an hour, and 
inside Rev. Sam Jones held forth for an hour 
and ten minutes. 

After Mr. Jones had concluded in the hall 
he went down to the street and made a 
tifteen-minutes’ talk, and Mr. Small spoke for 
about that time in the hall. 

Mr. Jones began his first speech by saying 
that he had come down to put the anti- 
barroom ball in motion. He loved Atlanta, 
her people and her progress, and he did not 
have a drop of blood so good or a 
dollar so dear that he would not 
spend it in her defense. But he was an 
uncompromising enemy to barrooms. He was 
in this fight, and in it tostay. He was coming 
to Atlanta just before the election with a tent 
that would hold from seven thousand to eight 
thousand people, and he would make things 
lively. 

He then touched up the barkeeper. 

“‘When Rube Burrows gets all the money 4& 
man has he lets him go, buta saloon keeper 
don’t. Now, don’t none of you get mad and 
say that the barkeepers here are respectable 
men. I ain’t talking about men. I’m talking 
about barkeepers, and comparing them to a 
highwayman. I’d rather be a highwayman 
than a barkeeper. 

“But you fellows are to blame for them 
barkeepers. You manufacture them at so 
much per head—it’s $1,000 here, ain’t it? 

“‘Now, here’s five men,” and he counted 
them out on his fingers. ‘‘First man makes 
whisky, second man seils it, third man rents 
the house tosell itin, fourth man dies with 
delirium tremens from its effects, fifth man 
votes for the sale of whisky. When this 
block of five die, will part of them go up to 
heaven and the others to heli? Let me tell 
you. If you belong to that gang you'll go to 
hell. | 
“Y’ve got a little respect for these rich devils, 
who have got something for their service to 
the devil, but you yoor devils are too low down 
to make soap grease out of. 

“The fight’s coming, boys, and all the 
devils in hell can’t keep me out of it. 

“The trouble with somej of you 
fellows is that you never’ had 
your measure taken. A fellow down 
in Florida wanted to join the army, but he 
never could stand a satisfactory examination. 
Finally, after about six examinations, he came 
rushing out, after an examination, and shouted: 
‘That Dr. John Rowland’s the smartest man [ 
ever seed!’ Some one asked: ‘Why, what 
did he tell you?’ ‘He gaid I was weak- 
minded!’ That’s the trouble here. We need 
more Dr. John Rowlands in Atlanta. 

‘‘You’ve got sixty manufactories here in At- 
lanta, and are you going to show any of their 
products at your great exposition? Say, bud? 
It would be a good thing to get a nice glass 
case and take it out there and pen up about 
six old red-nosed buins in it and label it, 
‘Product of Atlanta’s Great Manufacturing 
Industries.’ I’m just going to take hold of 
some of you little politicians and jet you kick 
your fool selves to death. In one city where I 
talked prohibition, a fellow made a speech and 
said, ‘if this town goes dry, grass will grow up 
in the street—great long grass.’ I just come 
back at him and said that we would raise more 
hay and less hell. 

“Tf we are going to have a fight, let’s havea 
regular Kilkenny cat fight—a little blood and 
hair and the ground torn up a little. 

“Tf you are all right, old fellow, give me 
your hand; if you ain’t, prepare for my foot.” 

In conclusion, he asked all who favored the 
movement tostand up. Nearly every one in 
the hal! rose. 

“Thank God!’’ said the evangelist. 
- the old woman said, ‘it’s anonymous.’ ”’ 

He then went down into the street, where 
ver one thousand, five hundred were assem- 

led, and mouuted a box, and had just begun, 
when some one in the audience cried out: 

“Get on the other box!’’ 

He clambered down, and, mounting the 
“other box,’’ began again. 

“IT know,” said he, ‘“‘that when a man stands 
out in the street and speaks, he’s called a 
crank. Ihave been called a crank, a fool and 
everything else, but 1 wear it as epaulettes of 
honor.

I’ll come here witha tent that will hold 15,000 
pee le and drive whisky out, or spend $25,000 
ntheattempt.  - . 
“I’m down here breaking jugs, and if I 
was to pick up some of you old beer 
guzzlers and slam ‘you down on the ground 
some fellow would come Wiong tomorrow and 
gee your scattered remains and say that ‘here’s 
where Sam Jones Lroke a jug.’ 

“Tf you put barrooms out of Atlanta who 
would you hurt? Sixty barkeepers, whom it 
would pay Atlanta to pension.

In the third place, the false accusation is the best 
proof that the accuser himself is “the scoundrel 
and the puppy. T Again, in speaking of the 
common idea that a politician cannot be 
a pure man, that he must meet trickery with 
trickery,falsehood with falsehood and bribery with 
bribery, Dr. Hwathorne said: “Only a few days ago 
a genticman, in discussing the political prospects 
of a distinguished citizen of Georgia, said that 
he could never be elected to the office to which he 
aspired.
